Letter to Stone 


The White House, Feb. 24, 1913. 


My Bear Senator: 


I very warmly appreciate your kind 


and frank letter of toaay and feel that 
it calls for an equally frank reply. 


You are right in assuming that I 
shall do everything in my power to 
keep the United States out of war. I 
think the country will feel no uneasi- 
ness about my course in that respect. 
Through many anxious months I have 
striven for that object, amidst 
diffi- 
culties more manifold than can have 
been apparently 
upon the 
surface; 
and so far I have succeeded. I do not 
doubt that I shall continue to succeed. 
The course which ttie central Euro- 
pean powers have announced their in- 
tention of following in the future with 
regard to undersea warfare seems for 
the moment to threaten 
insuperable 
obstacles, but its apparent meaning is 
so manifestly 
inconsistent 
with ex- 
plicit assurances recently given us by 
those .powers with regard to their 
treatment of merchant vessels on the 
high seas that I must believe explana- 
tions will presently ensue which will 
put a 
different aspect upon it. We 
have had no reason to question their 
good faith or their fidelity to their 
promises in the pas't, and" I for one 
feel confident we shall have none in 
the future.

HOUSING CONDITIONS 


National Americanization Committee 


Proposes Competition for Aid of 


Foreign Born Residents. 


In an effort to improve the living 
conditions of foreign born residents 
of the United States who have come 
to this country as immigrants and to 
promote the welfare and American- 
ism of American 
communities, 
the 
National 'Americanization committee 
of New York City has announced a 
housing competition which is the first 
piece of work 
launcehd under 
the 
Roosevelt America First fund. 
In a bulletin sent; out by the com- 
mittee it states that "Janesville, ac- 
cording to the United States census 
of 1910, had 1,997 immigrants. 
Only 
32 per cent of these were at'that time 
naturalized 
citizens, which 
means 
that Janesville in common with other 
industrial communities is facing the 
problem of Americanization, if the 
English language, American citizen- 
ship and American standards of liv- 
ing are to prevail throughout the city. 
"New 
communities 
clustering 
around new industries are being pro- 
duced with 
remarkable 
rapidity in 
this country," the bulletin continues. 
"It is the small industrial town at 
present, not the large city, in which 
Lhe 'congestion problem' of the coun- 
try is centered. 
Men flock by thou- 
sands to places where there are plen- 
ty of jobs—but no dwellings. In one 
New England town families are being 
evicted' not because they cannot pay 
rent, but because 
they 
cannot get 
louses for the rent they can pay. A 
Eirge percentage of these workmen 
are immigrants who have no way of 
creating American standards o£ living 
for themselves. If such standards are 
not. provided for them, and insisted 
ipon, groups of inimigTant workmen 
are bound to follow various southern 
European standards of living and cus- 
toms, vitally affecting social health 
and prosperity. The community that 
results from these conditions cannot 
be an American community. 
"Prizes amounting to $2,100 are of- 


fered. These are 
divided into two 
groups. 
The first covers 
housing 
plans for a single family house, lor a 
combined family and lodging house, 
and for a boarding house or commun- 
ity dwelling. The first prize for this 
class is $1,000, the second $500, the 
third, fourth and fifth $100 each. 
"In the statement of the conditions 


of the contest, which is being issued 
to competitors, it is pointed out that 
these 'two important considerations 
are the welfare of the tenant und the 
cost. The wages of the employes for 
whom the houses are designed are to 
be from '$2 a day to $30 a week. In 
the second group a first prize of $200 
and a second of $100 is offered lor a 
satisfactory 
substitute 
for the de- 
railed freight cars now used to house 
construction gangs on railways,"

Can a good local doctor remove ade- 
noids as satisfactorial as a specialist? 
Can a child under two years of age be 
operated upon for adenoids? \ Is a 
complete anesthetic always given in 
such a case?

Answer—Any good doctor can oper- 
ate as well, as a specialist. 
Even 
babies a few months old sometimes 
require removal of the adenoids. 
In 
little babies, an aesthetic is unnec- 
essary. 
Indeed, adenoid removel is 
far lass painful than extraction of a 
tooth, and the anesthetic is only given 
to keep the patient quiet. 


It Never Hurt* to Grow 
Is there such a thinK as "growing 
pains" in children? What is it that 
causes children eight to twelve years 
old to have pains in the calves and 
knees? Rheumatism? 
What is the 
difference 
between 
adenoids 
and 
polyps ? 


Answer—It. never hurts a child to 
grow. Usually pronated feet (weak 
relaxed feet, cause 
such pains 
at 
night. Rheumatism? What is it? Its 
meaning is as vague as the use ot 
the word is frequent. Adenoids 
are 
overgrowth of adenoid tissue which is 
normally present on the roof or vault 
of the throat up behind the soft pal- 
ate; polypus is a new growth in the 
nose or ear or elsewhere, usually upon 
a base of some chronic inflammatory 
trouble.

Iron 
i indispensable. It. is a part of the 
iw.The waste matter which is accumu- 
lating in the human tissues during 
pvery second of existence would de- 
s-troy life in twenty-four hours if it 
were not. rendered harmless and car- 
ried off. When these waste products 
are only part.iaHy removed the result 
i? auto-intoxication, self-poisoning. 
The iron in the. blood, uniting in 


the lungs with the oxygen of the air, 
can-irs its 
life-supporting freight 
to 
the tissues, where it. oxidines or burns 
up the waste substances so dangerous 
to life. 


If the iron is not present in suffi- 


cient quantity to keep up with the de- 
mand of the body the oxygen that 
ouplit 
to be inside performing its 
work remains outside and willing, but 
triable to enter. 


When fire, through the influence of 
oxygen, attacks a piece of wood it 
produces smoke and ashes. Just as 
ihf smoke of the fire has to be car- 
ried off through the chimney and the 
ashes ra'ked through the bars of the 
trate, so do the oxygen-burned waste 
products of the body have to be elim- 
inated. 


It is this oxidizing process soing 
"ti in the human tissues which we 
have seen is taken up by the sodium 
in the blood and discharged through 
i ho lungs as carbon dioxide.

Calcium, commonly known as lime, 
combines with phosphorous, magne- 
sium, silicon, and fluorine In the de- 
velopment of the bones and teeth. If 
the quantity of calcium required by 
the body in the construction, ot its 
bones and teeth is reduced the bones 
and teeth suffer. 
We have seen that millions of chil- 
dren in the United States are suffer- 
ing with defective v.eeth; These de- 
fective teeth are the direct, result of 
the inability of the body to obtain, in 
their proper form and in. their-proper 
combination, the calcium, magnesium, 
phosphorous, and fluorine necessary 
to the construction of normal teeth,

sists the body to defend itself against 
the invasion of .many of the organ- 
isms which, cause disease. 
Silicon influences the nervous sys- 
tem to perform its 
functions nor- 
mally. In combination with sulphur 
it is necessary to the development 
and health of the hair 
and 
nails. 
Bears, bison, foxes, sheep, have luxu- 
riant hair, fur, or wool. There are 
no bald or thin-haired squirrels. They 
consume all the silicon nature pro- 
vides for them. Their hair food and 
nail food are normal. 
Animals fed upon food from which 
any of the food materials are arti- 
ficially removed perish. 


Experiments on many animals in. 
captivity have proved this. 
White 
mice, rabbits, guineapigs, hogs, and 
poultry develop the same diseases as 
those which kill nearly 400,000, chil- 
dren under ten years of age in the 
United States every year, when these 
animals are fed on the same foods 
that were so freely 
consumed by 
those children. 
• Food minerals not only themselves 
engage in the construction processes 
going on continually within the body 
but they also exercise a controlling 
, influence over the destructive forces 
that threaten the body from without. 
We are now beginning to appreci- 
ate the fact that food minerals 
are 
very precious substances and as such 
should be recognized. Yet. we 
arc 
obliged to confront the fact that in 
not a single one of the slates of the 
union is there any law which in any 
manner designed to prevent the adul- 
teration of food through the abstrac- 
tion or removal of these food miner- 
ills.As we proceed proof will be piled 
upon proof to demonstrate the imme- 
diate necessity ' of devoting nation-
